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PRESIDENT'S MESSIGE. 


WASHIKGTOX. Dec. 5 . — T h e opening of 
congress yjeslerdny was devoid of sensa- 
tional features. 
A f t e r the reaci.iiK of the 
president's niesqatre and tbe 
presentation 
of a few minor bills fuul resolutions both 
houses adjourned w i t h o u t transacting any 
any business. 


The message waa in substance as fol- 
lows: 


The constitutional duty which 
requires 
the president from time to time to aive to 
the conRresH infortnation of the state of 
t b e Union, and reconxmended to their con- 
Bidoration such measures as h e s h a l l judtif 
necessary and expetiient. is livtingly en- 
tered upon by commiMuUnEc to tlie congreaa 
A careful examination 
ot 
the 
detailed 
s t a t e m e n t s 
and 
well 
supported 
recom- 
mendations contained in tbe reports o< 
t h e heads of d e p a r t m e n t s who are chiefly 
charged with tbe executive of the govern- 
m e n t . 


While our foreiprn relations have not 
at 
all times d u r i n g t h e past year been en- 
tirely free irom perple.xity. ho embarrass- 
ing situation remains t h a t will not 
yield 
to the spirit of fairness and loVeof justice, 
which, joined with consistent 
firmness, 
characterizes a 
t r u l y American 
foreign 
policy. 


Our lU'iationfl with BrazIL 


In relation to the BriiKilian business t h e 
president says: 
"1 have tailed to see t h a t 
the insurgents can reasonably claim rec- 
ognition as belligerents 
T h u s far the po- 
sition of our government has been t h a t of 
a n attentive but an i m p a r t i a l observer of 
the u n f o r t u n a t e 
conflict.

IbeS, a decision was m a d e by t h a t t r i b u n a l 
s u i t a i n i n g the law.

"This cannot be while fetieral legislar 
tion, t h r o u g h the imposition of high tariff, 
forbids our m a n u f a c t u r e r s as cheap ma- 
terials as those used by their competitors 
It is quite obvious that the 
e n h a n c e m e n t 
of the price of our m a n u f a c t u r e d products 
resulting f r o m thih policy not only con- 
fines the marjiet loi these products within 
our own borders to the direct disadvan- 
tage of our manuiaciurer.s. but also In- 
creases their cost to our citizens

K-noontly a party of St. Tjouisanfi, 
in- 
cjudinji a writer 
for 
the 
Hepublie, 
visited a recently discovered cave in 
Camden County. 
The ontranee, 
says 
the wrirer, is ahout fifty feet from the 
river, and Ihe litile stream which flows 
ircmi it reaehes the water of the 
river 
>>y a beautiful cataract some 
twenty 
feet from the mouth of cave. 
The en- 
trance to the cave is about six feet hift^li 
and live feet wide and is overarched hy 
an immense led^'e of limestone. 
Tl)e 
Bides of the 
enirauce 
arc curiously 
carved by the fallinii water from 
the 
hluir above, and here and there in the 
crevices maidenhair ferus wave their 
fronts in the cool breeze. 
For atleant 
fifty feet the jmssage continues with 
the same dimensions at the entrance. 
At the end of the ]>assai(e we seemed 
to enter into a world, 
sunle^b, 
moon- 
less and starless. 
The li^ht from our 
torches was unable to penetrate 
the 
darkness in any direction. 
vSoon, how- 
ever, to the south the darkness broke 
and a rocky shelf i^ushed itself out in- 
to the light. 
Then another and an- 
other until the south wall stood out in 
outline ou our right. 
Then the 
ceil- 
ing came into view, aud finally the 
north wall became visible. 


We were in the grand auditorium, a 
room seventy feet high, 125 wide and 
3J0 feet long. 
The walls aud ceilings 
consist of rough limestone, 
and 
the 
effect of the light from the torches is 
marvelvous. 
Shadowy 
galleries oe- 
enpy the sides, and straight above the 
vaulted roof seems wrought and builded 
rather than natural. 
The floor is of 
line polishing clay, rather sticky, and 
in many places can be seen *'vvallows,'* 
made by bears, which used to infest 
these 
underground 
castles. 
At 
the 
end of this room the 
cave 
becomes 
much narrower, yet retaining the same 
height 
as the auditorium, 
and 
the 
grandeur of a look up-wanl, revealing 
2jrecipice on precipice overhanging the 
narrow passage, Jed one of the 
party 
to name it " rho Covered Canon. " This 
jDassage^, appearing to have been, caused 
by the action of water, winds its way 
into the heart of the bluff in an east- 
erly direction. 
Wo travel on, peering 
into the billowy darkness 
ahead 
or 
glancing with enthusiasm at the weird 
shadows on the lofty ceiling, when im- 
mediutely in front of us, and appar- 
ently fifty feet from the floor, a ghostly 
iigni'e seems to be balancing itself in 
midair. 
We find oiirselves in another 
large room, 
circular 
in shape 
and 
arched with an immense dome, 
from 
the center of which, like rich drapery, 
thousands of Avhito stalactites 
hang. 
One of these, at least twelve feet long 
and fantastically wrought, is the ghost, 
which we had seen. 
From the floor 
arise to the height of iiftuen feet rich 
Htalagmites 
in 
various shai)es 
and 
ligures. 
The outer rim of tiie dome 
is upheld by massive columns of crystal, 
the surfaces of which shine like marble. 
The walls also reflect the dim light, 
and each crevice seems a jeweled re- 
cess into which one would need only 
to reach a hand to become immensely 
rich. 


Leaving the l)eauties of this won- 
derful room beliiud, the party ])ush 
ou with eyes ready for new specters. 
A walk of perhajjH two minutes, then 
the roof begins to rise and tlie walls 
diverge. 
To the left a mighty column 
of onyx twenty feet in diameter aeeins 
to bar the way. 
Its massiveness is ex- 
celled only by the beautiful tints of 
its surface. 
This marvel is called the 
Onyx Temple, resembling in its state- 
liness and grandeur some of the an- 
cient cathedrals. 
The unjx from this 
room is said by exj/erts who Jiave ex- 
amined specimens of it to be the linest i 
in the State. 
This seemed to be the: 
end of the cave and half of the party, 
alter 
securing home line specimens, 
strtrte<l lor the entrance. 
They had I 
scarcely passed front view arouml a ' 
turn in the cavern wlien one of the | 
remaining nunilnir fouqd a small open- 
ing at the right siiie of the cwluuin. 


Jiefore us was the gnindest sight we 
had yet behehL 
"The Grand Dome,*' 
exclaimed the leader, 
and indeed it 
was. 
Seventy feet abtjve hangs an im- 
jnense 
stalactite 
resembling 
in 
the 
weird liglit of the torches a group of 
carved candelabra. 
Elegant taijestry 
of staluctjtic rock hangs in sucli grace- 
ful ease that it almost seemed to move 
as the smoke from tlie lamps slowly 
rose toward it. 
Jielow rises an onyx 
altar eight feot liigh, and surrounding 
it nature has so arranged the stalag- 
mites that with little fancy one can see 
the robed priests. 
To the left of the ; 
altar and surrounded by a narrow rim 
of onyx and crystal is the baptistry, a 
pool of the clearest water, two feet in 
depth and six feet in diameter. 
Add- 
ing to all this aud jjerfecting the har- 
mony a faint wound of music uuiised bv 


dropping 
water 
pervade« 
ihe 
vflst 
chamber and causes one to reali^ie as 
never before the awful 
grandeur 
of 
nature. 
Scattered over the floor in 
varied contours 
are little 
pools of 
water, separated from each other by 
thin rims of crystnl. 
The roof is lit- 
erally covered with stalactites, 
and 
from' tiio walls mul galleries siondor 
columns with crystal capitals 
reach 
<lown to onyx base.s. 
]S.o Avords can 
de.scrihe the beauty and grandeur of 
this underground chaos. 
The ])aHsagp 
becomes narrower and the roof lower. 
The floor Civnsists of rugged boulders 
of lime 
and sandstone. 
Preciiiices 
yawn upon every side. 
Deep wells, 
dug by genii hands, 
stand 
with 
un- 
curbed openings waiting to refre.sh the 
gnomes of the sunless W(irld. 
The 
whole scene is enchanting.

Polydanias, of Thessaiia, was a man 
of (extraordinary strength and stature. 
As HereuleH had done, ho alone, Avith- 
out arms, killed an enormous lion that 
was devastfttiug the valleys of Mount 
Olymjuis. 
With one hand Polydamas 
could hold back a chariot drawn by 
two horses. 
He Ciuild break the trunk 
(»f a tree as any oue would break a 
small stick. 


The King of Persia. Darius T., wish- 
ing to witness the feats of this marvel- 
ous man. called him to his court; he 
o])j)osed to him three of the 
stateliest 
men of his army. 
Polydamas killed 
the three by .simply giving them a slap 
on the ears; he was about to slap the 
facert of a few more when the King*, 
satisfied, stopped him. 
One day ho 
.seized a bull by one of his hind feet, 
and the animal did not escape until it 
had left its hoof in Polydamas's hand. 
Like Milo, he died through over-conQ- 
denoe in his strength. 
He 
attempted 
to su])])ort a 
mass of rock that had 
given way, but he got buried under it 
and di^'l. 


Also in ths sixteenth century there 
lived another remarkably strong man, 
a major, named Har.sabas. 
One day he 
took up an anvil weighing 500 pounds 
and hid it under his cloaks. 
Oiten, to 
amuse his comrades, he went through 
the rifle drill with a cannon. He could 
cruiih between his fingers the limbs of 
big animals. 
One day, seeing a crowd 
looking at an enormous dancing bear, 
he offered to wrestle with the animal. 


The major threw the bear down sev-

clubs ou the crowd, who,

strength, quickly drew back. 
Once ho 
sijucezed to pulp the hand of a man 
who wanted to light him. 


Barsabas's sister was also 
remark- 
able for her strength. 
Some burglars 
outercda convent where she was. fcihe 
threw one out 
of the 
window and 
killed two others with a pillar she tore 
down aud used as u club. -New York 
Journal. 


Balloons lor War. 


Samuel A. King, the aeronaut, who 
had so narrow an esca})e from drown- 
ing in Lake Michigan recently, has for 
a long time turned his knowledge to^ 
the use of aeronauticsin the science of 
war. 
During the threatened 
hostili- 
ties with Chile he tendered his services 
to ex-Secretnry Triic-y, of the Navy, 
for a balloon service, in 
which com- 
pre.ysed hydrogen wa« to be used as the 
inriating gas. 
His system included a 
group of seven balloons, the car being 
a metal boat built in si^ctions; each of 
which was to be air-tight. 
For 
ob- 
servation purposes the group was to 
be what is known as captive and tele- 
phonic 
communication 
established 
with the llagshi]) of the ileet. 
The 
casks of comju'essed hytlrogen were to 
be Htored on the metid boat and used 
when neeessar,Y for further inflation. 
Tlie jjrofessor has an autogruj)h letter 
from ex-Secretary Traey, in which hi.s 
system is 
highly 
commended. 
The 
profeswor said that from an altitude of 
(3000 lie could make oliservations over 
the area of a circle vvho.se radius is lOO 
miles. 
If it was deemed necessary to 
use the grou)i fijr oU'ensive purposes 
it could be nmile u most destructive 
agency. AVheu the winds were favor- 
able it could hover over an enemy's 
fleet, fortilications or city, 
iind by 
drojiping btjnjbs loatled Avith dynamite 
or other explo.sivi^ nuiterial, prove an 
ugly customer.

the Bering Hea, King visited Washing- 
ton and tendered his iileas to ¡Secre- 
tary Herbert.

nniVENTTN« CHTCKEN l^OX. 


Owing to his viirilance and tho con- 
Ftaucy of his labors in tho earlier part 
of the year, the poultry raiwer is apt 
to take thinjis easier uoav, and liable 
to neglect to keep the coops of hii< 
chickens cleiin. 
But they need just as 
much attention now as ever—more if 
there is any difiference, for the amount 
of dropping« increases witli the size of 
tho chickens. 
It is in unclean coops 
that i bo chicken pox usually a])pears. 
About the sidef; of the face and on tho 
comb, wattles and earlobes, may be 
noticed scabs. 
If nothinp: is done for 


t h e m , t h e d i s e a s e s o m e t i m e s s o s}vroadK 
as to make the head a solid sore, and 
even to destroy the si^ht and cause 
death. 
Eemove the scabs and rub in 
dry sulphur twice a day. 
A few appli- 
cation'i will usually affect ;i cure. 
In 
the South this disease is treated with 
an ointment of salt and lard rubbed 
into the sores. 
A few applications will 
sufike. 
A little sulphur in the food is 
helpful.—American Agriculturist. 


TnT2 OAUBAOK WORM. 


The green cabbage worm is most 
easily destroyed l>y si>rinklinR: a solu- 
tion of salti)etre on the leaves. 
This 
kills the small worms before they have 
done much mischief. 
It is much less 
trouble than picking oif the worms, 
but this may bo done when only a few 
plants are grown in a small garden. 
The solution may bo sprayed on the 
plants by a suitable force pump. Such 
a machine is made and koUI by dealers 
in 
agricultural implements, 
to 
be 
Ht.ra]iped to a man's back and carry tho 
Kuj)ply in a small tank, the liquid fiow- 
infi from it throui>h a line nozzle as 
the man walks along. 
For a few plants 
tlie Land rubber sprayer or a large 
syringe may be used. 
It is said that 
wheat bran sprinkled on the plants 
will keep off the worms, but it is not 
so effective as the Balt])etre solution. 
The parent of this worm is a white 
butterily with small black si)ots on the 
Aviniis; if this is cau^iht by a small 
hauli net it will prevent the laying of 
hundreds of e^gs, and as many worms 
that will have to be killed otherwise. 
—New York Times.

It is only by utilizing all forms of 
knowledge that tho development of 
specialties is possible, and tho wider 
the degree of knowledge tlie specialist

Dairying is a sijecialty and the wiser 
the dairyman is the better his dairy. 
All his knowledge crystallizes there 
to his perBonal advantage and

Views as to the best mode of killing 
fowls diJrer, and the 
practice 
on 
general farniH to chop oif the head 
with a hatchet remains. 
On 
tho 
broiler farms the French method of 
stabbing the bird in the roof of the 
month and phicking tho feathers while 
the hotly is warm, is ado]>ted as the 
quickest and best. 
When killing with 
the hatchet, as is generally tho case 
in private families, the best way is to 
niako a loop of a piece of string, which 
place about the fowl's head. 
Let one 
person pull on this while the execu- 
tioner hohls tho bird*« feet and the 
tops of the wingh in his left hand. 
In 
the I'ight iiand he holds tho hatchet. 
The person with the string now pulls 
the head over a block, and with one 
blow tho executioner ])erforjiis 
his 
task. 
The bird is then held until life 
u extinct. 
This prevents the bird 
from getting its feathers soiled, öome 
advise to perforate the neck and let 
the blood all run out before dressing, 
Otherö think the procesB of depletion 
renders the meat JesB savory than it 
would be if a portion of the circulation 
wfts retained in the body.

PnOPEB OAKB or HARNKSS. 


Some farmers ]iay little attention to 
tho proper care of their hnrnesR, de- 
voting less attention to it than livery- 
men, cab and hack drivers, who at- 
tend to this matter because it pays 
them well to do bo. 
It Ih not a rare 
sight to see a farmer's heavy draught 
and single harness that have been 
used for several years without a drop 
of any lubricant touching them since 
they came from the dealer's hands. 
Air tho leather portion is hard and 
brittle, and presents a dull api>ear- 
ance. 
If uaed during a shower, the 
parts that are rubbed look more like 
porous solo lealher than an oak-tanned 
article. 
Such treatment shortens the 
life and usefulness of the harness at 
least one-half; whereas, a few cents' 
worth of oil and two or three hours 
time cach year would not only make 
the harness far more presentable, but 
add to its usefulness, and what is (if 
greater importance, to its safety. 
Do 
not hang the harness in a horse stable. 
The ammonia arising from the floor 
is very destructive to leather of any 
kind. 
Before oiling the harness, re- 
move all dirt and dandruff by thor- 
oughly washing with strong castile 
soap suds. 
The harness should be 
taken apart before commencing oj>era- 
tions. 
Choose a warm day, if done 
out of doors, or work near a stove if 
indoors. 
As soon as dry, any of the 
harness oils may 1)e a])plicd with a 
woolen cloth, or soft sponge, using 
care to saturate every portion. ^ After 
each strap has been oiled, bend it back 
and forth, there])y introducing the oil 
to the very center of each strap. 
If 
not previously oiled for a long tune, a 
second api)lication should be given, 
and after a few hours go over with a 
dry cloth, removing all that has not 
been absorbed. 
In place of tho usual 
neat's-foot or petroleum harness oil, 
melted lard free from salt, or even un- 
salted butter, may be used. 
It is bet- 
ter still to boil up the broken shin 
bones of a beef. 
The marrow, and 
what tallow there may be, will make a 
most valuable dressing of almost the 
consistency of oil, and may be bottled 
for future use. 
If a color be de.sired, 
add a little lampblack. This will prove 
equally eiiicacious as a dressing for 
boots and shoes. 
Fifty cents' worth 
of these ehin bones, obtained of any 
butcher, will yield enough neat's-foot 
oil to last several years.—American 
Agriculturist, 


FARM AND «AKDEN NOTKS.

to raise.

near the heart of the city.

building outside, looking much as the 
other houses do, but on the inside it is 
magnificently furnished. 
Diaz is an Az- 
tec Indian of the ])ure blood. 
He is a 
short man, with black hair, 
eyes and 
mustache. 
He speaks but little English, 
and never attempts it in the presence of 
one from the States. 
He wears a Prince 
Albert in every day life, with a stand- 
ing collar and broad, flat tie. 
He was 
born in 1850. From the time he reached 
manhood he was engaged in fighting his 
way to the highest position iu 
the re- 
public. 


Twice he flew to New Orleans 
foi 
Gafety, once returning to Vera Cruz in 
."•the guise of a coal heaver. 
He won his 
greatest honors at 
Puebla, when 
with 
70U0 men he defeated his opposition and 
seized the President s chair. 
The last 
I election resulted in his favor by 12,000 
' votes. 
There are no political parties in 
Mexico. 
When the day of election came 
Diaz had his soldiers at the polls and not 
a vote out of 10,000,000 population wa? 
cast against him, 
There was no 
othei 
candidate to vote for. 
One of the 
first 
great acts of this man was to free the 
country of the bandits. 
They were so 
numerous and daring that no one was 
safe. 
They would rush into the 
city, 
seize a prominent citizen and carry him 
Away to the mountain for ransom with- 
out a finger being raised againsti them. 


But Diaz stopped this. 
Ho made t 
contract with 
the 
bandits 
that 
they 
should have good pay serving the Gov- 
ernment and their 
crimes forgotten if 
they would leave their life in the mount- 
ains. 
They can be seen every day on 
the paseo, where they stand guard, The^ 
are mounted on fine horses, splendidly 
equipped with carbines and sabres, and 
are the most courageous soldiers in the 
world. 
Any number of thieves may raid 
a bank in the City of Mexico and escape 
to the mountains. Give them three days* 
start and put these bloodhound 
soldiers 
on their trail and not one will get outot 
the republic. 
The band 
knows everj 
inch of the ground under the Mexican 
sun. 
They are fftithful to Diaz.—New 
York Sun,
